DILLINGER ESCAPES JAIL 
Two Plattsmouth Bank Robbers Given 45 Year Terms 
BANDIT-OUTLAW 
PRISONER USES 
WOODEN PISTOL 


America's Most Notorious Desperado and 


Convict Accomplice Confiscate Machine 
Guns From Crown Point, Ind., Jail, Steal 
Auto and Speed Away—Hostages Freed. 


CHICAGO, March 3—(AP) 


—The detective bureau was 
informed that an automobile 
believed to be driven by John 
Dillinger, escaped desperado, 
was seen at Harvey, 111., 15 
miles south of Chicago, at 
12:10 p. m., today. The re- 
port said the car was heading 
toward Indiana at high speed. 


CROWN POINT, Ind., March 3— 


(#>)—At the point of a wooden re- 
volver he had whittled out in his 
cell, John Dillinger, America's most 
murderous outlaw, walked out of 
the Lake county jail today. 
Before leaving the jail, Dillinger 


locked up in a cell the only three 
guards on duty. Then he locked 
all doors of the jail. Other guards 
on duty outside the jail did not 
learn of the escape for some time. 


Two hours after the escape Dil- 
linger released at Peotone, 111-, two 
men he had forced to accompany 
him as hostages. 
With the fake pistol, he forced 
jail attaches to surrender to him 
and a negro convict accomplice; 
confiscated two machine guns from 
the prison armory, commandeered 
an automobile, and sped away to- 
ward Chicago with Deputy Sheriff 
George Blunt and Edward Sager, 
an employe of the Maiu.street,ga_:. 
rage where the car was obtained. 
DiUinger had been held in the 


Lake county .jail, presided over by 
Mrs Lillian Holley. who had as- 
serted "he will never escape,' for 
the murder of an East Chicago, 
Ind., policeman, during a bank 
robbery. 
Seventeen witnesses had pointed 
out Dillinger as the man who 
killed the policeman with a ma- 
chine gun. 
"Airtight Case" Claimed. 


Prosecutors said they had an 
"airtight" case against him 
and 
that they would send him to the 
electric chair. He was scheduled 
to go on trial here March 12. 
The escape was one of the most 
daring on record. Eighteen 
extra 
guards and Six deputy sheriffs had 
been detailed to the jail with or- 
ders to kill Dillinger if he made 
the slightest move toward 
free- 


dom.Mrs. Holley, who became sheriff 
after her office-holding 
husband 


was killed by a mad man, became 
hysterical after the outlaw 
es- 


caped. 
She immediately telephoned po- 
lice at nearby Gary and shriek«d: 


"Send all the police and 
guns 
you've got—Dillinger's loose." 
The escape started at 9 a. m., 


when Deputy Sheriff Blunt went 
into a cell where Dillinger. Her- 
bert Youngblood, negro and 
an- 
other alleged murderer, and three 
other prisoners were confined.

STATE BALANCE 


GAINS $130,000 


Change In Tax Dates 


Causes Reversal 
February Trend. 


February, 1934, set a new prece- 


dent for the treasury of Nebraska 
by increasing the cash balance in 
the general fund more than $130,000. 
In the past, a falling off has always 
occurred in that month; but 
the 


new law for semi-annual payment 
of real estate taxes, which advances 
the delinquency date from May 1 
to March 1 on the first installment, 
reversed the trend in February col- 
lections this year. 
The balance on hand in the gen- 
eral fund, rose from $449,715 at the 
beginning of the month to $582.665 
on the closing date. Simultaneously, 
the grand total of all cash jumped 
from $3,777,363 to $4,576,323—a gain 
of $799,000. 
Part of this large increase 
is 


found in the accumulation of gaso- 
line tax funds during the winter 
season, when highway construction 
operations are at the minimum. Its 
balance rose from $590,682 on Feb- 
ruary 1 to $824.754 at the end of 
the month. The motor vehicle li- 
cense fund gained about $100.000 
from new pavments at the start of 
the year 
University cash is up 


$248.000 to a total of $474.144. large- 
ly on account of student fees paid 
in at the opening of the second 
semester. 
Receipts of the general fund were 


$523.646. against pavments of $390.- 
696. Total receipts of all funds came 
to $2.351.631 
with 
disbursements 


amounting to $1552.671. 
An unusual feature of the state 
treasurer's February report is that 
no monev was paid out of any of 
the permanent trust funds.

The notification said that the fi- 
nal extension of Insull's permit to 
remain in the country has expired.. 


Insull previously had gained re- 


peated extensions of the permit by 
which he remained in Greece, secure 
from United States government au- 
thorities who sought his extradition 
to face trial on charge or embezzle- 
ment and grand larceny in connec- 
tion with the collapse of his middle- 
western utilities organization. 
Whether Insull will go to 
the 
United States was not immediately 
certain, 


Merely Expelled. 


He merely is expelled from Greece 
and now may go to whatever coun- 
try will receive him. 
It was said today that he may 


head for Syria. 
The action of the foreign ministry 


in ordering the expulsion of Insull 
follows two court actions brought 
by the tTmted States to require his 
extradition from 
Greece. 
Insull 


won both trials, the Greek court 
ruling that he was not extraditable 
under the terms of the extradition 
treaty. 
Diplomatic pressure was^ brought 


to bear by the United States andlo- 
day's order was regarded as due 
largely to the Greek government's 
desire to maintain the most cordial 
relations between the two countries. 
It was understood Insull was not 
immedia.tely informed of the gov- 
ernment decision. In any case he 
seemed to be ignoring the fact that

McWilliams Says Lincoln 


Negroes Have Never 


Shielded Crime. 


Trago T. McWilliams, 1723 North 


Twenty-ninth street, sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Ths Star, Saturday 
morning: 


"Two stories made 'front page' of 
the local papers, March 2. that 
would challenge a Socratic mind to 
philosophize. The one, 'Eight Whits 
Kin Awarded $20,000 From Estata 
of Former Negro Slave', wherein 
seven white children, relatives of 
•Old Black Uncle Georga Mattmgly. 
formerly of David City Neb., share 
in his estate, once estimated at 
$150,000. And the other. 'Doubts 
Story In Babb Case,' wherein ex- 
ception is taken by a white man be- 
cause it seems to leave the impres- 
sion that Mr Babb had negro as- 
sociates. The 'doubter' says 'Mr. 
Babb never has at anytime associ- 
ated with members of the colored 
race or Mexicans.' 
"On the one hand, a group of 
whites were compelled to carry their 
fight to the Supreme court of Ne- 
braska twice, before they were able 
to establish their relationship to a 
negro. On the other hand, a mem- 
ber of the white race makes a 
lachrymose appeal in an attempt 
to establish the fact that his former 
employe had never at anytime as- 
sociated with a negro. 
"Negro tappayers who have spent 
their lives in Lincoln, raised familiss 
and helped in their humble way to 
make Lincoln the fine cultural cen-

He Opposed Restriction American 


Beet Sugar Production. 


Confirming previous reports that 


he probably would become a can- 
didate for congress on the repub- 
lican ticket in the fifth district, A. 
N. Mathers of Gering announced 
definitely during a brief stopover 
in Lincoln Friday afternoon that 
he intends to make the race. 
He was on his way home from 
Washington, where he spent two 
weeks in behalf of Nebraska irri- 
gation interests 
and 
beet sugar 
farmers at hearings held before the 
senate and house committees on 
the bill proposing to reduce acreage 
of sugar beets grown in this coun- 
try 300.000 tons below the 1933 crop 
and increase the allowed imports 
from Cuba bv the same amount. 
"I believe that as a result of the 
showing made in behalf of the beet 
sugar industry this program of re- 
stricting American production and 
handing it over to Cuba will be 
blocked in 
Congress," 
said Mr. 
Mathers. 
"The plan js really in 
the interest of New York capital- 
ists who have invested about $700,- 
000.000 in Cuban sugar plantations 
and refineries." 
Mathers 
noted 
a 
disposition 
among congressmen and senators 
to "kick over the traces" in regard 
to various matters now pending, but 
he said President Roosevelt's in- 
fluence is very strong and most of 
his recommendations will be carried 
out.The general belief is, he declared, 
that conditions over the country 
have been much improved during 
the past year. 
Mathers was speaker of the Ne- 
braska house of representatives in 
the legislative session of 1923. He 
was born and reared in Otoe county, 
near Dunbar; made his own way 
through the University of Nebras- 
ka; and for over 25 years has been 
in the banking business and rais- 
ing sugar beets and potatoes on a 
number of farms he owns in Scotts 
Bluff county.

RANKLIN ROOSEVELT might have slammed his 
desk shut Saturday, with a sigh, as he reflected 


that the first year is the hardest. It marked the 
close of the first year of his administration, or the 
first year of the New Deal, which has engraved itself 
so deeply on American thought. 


It is the verdict of 90 percent of the American 


people that Mr. Roosevelt has done a good job. The 
public can arrive at that conclusion without approv- 
ing everything that has been done. For a fair judg- 
ment means that a nation will weigh the sum total 
of achievements and not reach a finding on the basis 
of a single act nor a single policy. Measured in this 
fashion, it is understandable easily why the president 
has such an astonishing hold on popular imagination, 
confidence, and faith. 


He took charge at a critical time. 
It is difficult to imagine, short of civil war or 


anarchy, how a president could have been beset more 
sorely with problems than Roosevelt was when he 
took the oath of office. The banks were closed. 
Business was at a standstill. Prices of commodities 
and values of securities were at panic levels. 
The 


burden of debt, both private and public, was stagger- 
ing. People were miserable and unfed, filled with 
gloom and apprehension, in millions of instances 
hopelessly beaten; factories were closed, 12 million 
workers were out of jobs; farmers could not pay their 
taxes or meet the interest payments on their debts. 
They could not buy even the bare necessities. 


Within a week, order was restored. Within a 


month, confidence had been revived. Within ninety 
days, the downward plunge of values and prices had 
been arrested and they were on the upgrade. Within 
six months, there was a definite turn for the better. 
Within ten months, millions who had been out of 
work, were back at tasks. For the first time in two 
years, the farmer began to see some real money. 


INDEPENDENCE IN SIGHT. 


I 


NDICATIONS now nre that the Philippines inde- 
pendence bill will be re-enacted by congress, with 


modifications providing for future abandonment of 
naval and military bases. President Roosevelt has 
indicated that he desires such action, which mean* 
that it will be taken. There is also reason to be- 
lieve that the United States will be out of the islands 
within a few years, which will without doubt be glad 
tidings to a majority of the people of this nation. 


Time was when sentiment in this country was 


preponderantly the other way, although the demo- 
cratic party has from the beginning included in its 
national platform an independence plank. We har- 
bored dreams of the glories of empire, and weren't 
averse to being able to say with Great Britain that 
the sun never set on our flag. Also we looked to 
the making of big profits from our ownership of the 
islands; and perhaps we have made something. 


But our dreams are past, and most Americans 


have come to the conclusion that insular possessions 
are more trouble than they are worth; that we have 
plenty to do right here at home and that people ol 
a different race, with a different culture and diver- 
gent habits of thought have no place in our political 
system. We are quite willing to let them go their 
way as soon as they are able to do so with safety 
to themselves, while we pursue our own. 


It cannot be denied that the economic aspect ot 


the situation had more to do with the conclusion we 
have reached than had ftny other incentive, and this 
may again cause the Filipinos to hesitate about ac- 
cepting the offer of independence. More cocoanut 
oil and copra come to the United States from the 
Philippines than from any other source, and in the 
interest of American agriculture and livestock pro- 
duction this must be curtailed. 


Furthermore, sugar is one of the principal pro- 


ducts of the islands, and notwithstanding the- fact 
that Secretary Wallace says that American sugar 
production is "inefficient," it will continue to be one 
of the great industries of a number of states. These 
will of course be anxious to keep out as much from 
the Philippines as possible. • 


So Americans have become about as anxious for 


independence as the islanders. 


W 


•HATEVER may be the judgment pronounced 
by time, the first year of Franklin •Roosevelt's 


administration will stand out as one of the most 
glorious achievements in national history. It hasn't 
a replica in the proud record of this country. 
No 


single man ever in such a large sense revived the 
spirits of his fellow countrymen. No individual quite 
so fully created a feeling of complete satisfaction and 
trust. 


The Roosevelt triumph does not rest upon ma- 


terial lines solely. On the contrary, its spiritual as- 
pects are greater. We may point to the fact that 
the prices of farm commodities in most instances have 
advanced two and three times above what they were 
when he took office. We may say that 6 million who 
were jobless are back at work. We may declare that 
a winter which was entered upon with the greatest 
of concern was bridged with people being fed 
and 


clothed and sheltered and kept warm. We may take 
comfort in the steadily mounting volume of trade, in 
the improved condition of factory operation, in the 
greatly increased tonnage hauled by railroads. 
We 


might go down through every reliable index of busi- 
ness and find the basis for assurance. 


But great as those material factors are, it is to 


the everlasting credit of the president that he has 
succeeded in crystalizing American thought 
along 


proper, decent, and wholesome lines. He has aroused 
a nation's strong sense to a realization that business 
must be conducted honorably and honestly. He has 
developed within his people the high resolve that the 
old system of plundering and exploitation of hapless, 
helpless masses shall never take place again. He has 
given a warmth and a sweetness to the tone of Amer- 
ican life which come nearer to restoring it to its old 
virtues than it has been in years. 


JOSEPH IN THE LION'S DEN. 


T WASNT comedy to Joe Brown, the movie 
. comedian. For the second time in ten days, they 


put him in a cage with a lion and he came out sec- 
ond best, notwithstanding the fact that he is the 
possessor of a mouth so large that it has been his 
'ortune. The trouble resulted from the choice of 
weapons the lion made. Instead of electing to fight 
t out. mouth to mouth, the lord of the jungles ap- 
parently figured he would be at a disadvantage, and 
so chose claws. 


The king of comedians didn't have a chance and 


went to the hospital with a painfully torn right fore- 
arm. 


Brown can blame himself. Recently, while en- 


gaged on the same picture, he was bitten on the ear 
and on the nose by another lion. Why should a 
guy with a mouth as big as Brown's permit a mere 
ion to outbite him? Without much effort, unless 
some of the closeups have done him wrong, he could 
have swallowed the lion, head, mane, and tail.

IOOSEVELTS first year has brought forth not 
only a program of planned economy, but it has 


bestowed the blessing of spiritual leadership upon 
the American people. He has made us conscious ol 
our responsibilities by appealing to our better instincts 
and our better nature. He has aroused within us 
in surprising fashion the desire to do that which is 
right. 
And while the material side is of vast im- 


portance, while the plain problems of living come 
first, he has convinced us that in reality it rests 
upon a nation which does possess a conscience, a 
heart, and, sympathies which express themselves in 
what may be called social justices. For his great 
conquest and his mighty accomplishments during 
this, his first year of office, he is entitled to the 
lasting gratitude of the American people. 


THE MYSTERY OF RASPUTIN'S SLAYING. 
» 


ECIDEDLY unique is the testimony given by 
Prince Felix Youssoupoff of the former Russian 


nobility, in the London trial of his wife's libel suit 
against a film company, declaring himself to be the 
man who ended the career of the notorious Rasputin 
by putting poison into his food, then beating him 
into insensibility, and finally shoving the unconscious 
but still living monk underneath the ice of a frozen 
river. 


Equally strange is the contradictory evidence of 


a British parliament member stationed in Russia as 
an army officer during the world war, to the effect- 
that the killing was actually done by other persons 
and that they invited himself to take a hand in it. 


It is indeed a topsy-turvy state of affairs when 


a man goes into court and claims credit, as it were, 
for the taking of a human life, only to have his 
story challenged as untrue by another professing to 
have inside knowledge of how the deed was perpe- 
trated, and by whom. The question of who killed 
Cock Robin was less puzzling than this. 


Yet Rasputin was such a repulsive character and 


is so universally despised and execrated that public 
opinion the world over would doubtless approve the 
awarding of a distinguished service medal to whoever 
could prove that he was the monk's slayer. 
From 


that viewpoint, it is not so surprising that conflicting 
claims should arise over the incident. 


The film that constitutes the basis of the damage 


suit brought by Youssoupoff's wife pictures him as a 
cruel and lecherous monster who ingratiated himself 
into the favor of the royal family and then plotted 
its destruction for the purpose of making himself 
the ruler of Russia. One incident of the drama has 
to do with his debauchment of a trusting young 
woman who had joined bis following under the de- 
lusion that he was a "holy man." The princess al- 
leges that this inferentiaUy puts herself under a 
cloud, since the killing of Rasputin in the play was 
done by the victim's fiance, a young prince of the 
czar's entourage. 


Beyond the fact that a plot to do away with 


Rasputin was actually concocted and carried out, the 
world may never learn the exact truth as to how the 
deed was done and whose hand snuffed out his life. 
It is one of the historic events of the era in Russia 
which culminated in the red revolution of 1917, over 
which the Tell of mystery still hangs.

He fought a brave fight for con- 


stitutional freedom and the rights 
of the chief executive which he nar- 
rowly won at the expense of relent- 
less attacks on his personal charac- 
ter and administrative acts. His an- 
tagonists went so far as to accuse 
him of having instigated Lincoln's 
assassination. 


Ben Wade, who led the conspir- 


acy, 
had already offered cabinet 


portfolios to some members of his 
group who shared his hope that he 
would be Johnson's successor. Then 
the "reconstruction" came with its 
attendant political and financial be- 
trayals of law, order and public in- 
tegrity. Note what went on in 
Florida. Louisiana and Mississippi; 
also in Georgia, where moneys voted 
for railway construction were paid 
over in huge amounts before a 
single mile of track had been laid. 


The Credit Mobilier scandal, the 


whiskey ring scandal, the Belknap 
ccandal, the Little Bock scandal and 
other notorious raids on the Trea- 
sury and on the individual's pocket- 
book involved some of the country's 
foremost public men. Presently the 
dispute over the presidential elec- 
tion of Hayes as against Tilden 
crowned these infamies and cast 
dark shadows on the republican's 
life.

Offers No Guarantees. 


One of the Garden officials today 
explained that the Garden can get 
no good fight cards because the di- 
rectors will not countenance guar- 
antees for fighters. It was pointed 
out the Garden might have had 
the Ross-Canzoneri, Ross-Petrolle 
and other recent good fights had 
it been willing to follow a liberal 
policy in the matter of guarantees. 
The Garden fight season runs, 
roughly, from September to April. 
If Dempsey can guarantee the 
rental of the Garden for 20 nights 
at $3,500 a night and perhaps give 
the Garden a slice of the profits, 
it was said he will have no trouble 
in moving into the seat made 
famous by Tex Rickard.
